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WHAT     IS     YOUR     OPINION? 

Two  main  projects  are  before  the  Executive  Committee  this 
fall.  One  of  them  the  reader  already  knows  about,  namely,  the 
Endowment  Fund.  This  fund  is  becoming  more  and  more  popu- 
lar. Elsewhere  we  shall  have  more  to  say  about  it.  The  other 
project  concerns  the  development  of  The  Bulletin. 

It  has  been  in  large  measure  the  means  for  developing  the 
Alumni  Association  to  its  present  stage  of  success,  so  a  greater 
Bulletin  is  needed  to  carry  the  Association  along  into  the  activi- 
ties now  formulating  and  developing.  The  present  Bulletin 
has  required  sacrifices,  particularly  on  the  part  of  its  loyal  editor, 
Dr.  B.  M.  Linnell,  to  whom  the  Association  owes  a  great  debt 
of  gratitude  for  his  years  of  service.  Dr.  Linnell  has  asked 
to  be  relieved  of  this  burden.  In  view  of  the  necessity,  owing  to 
Dr.  Linnell's  resignation  from  its  editorship,  of  reorganization  of 
its  management,  and  in  view  of  other  important  considerations, 
the  Executive  Committee  determined  as  early  as  last  July  to 
investigate  the  possibilities  of  developing  further  the  Alumni 
Association  periodical.  Dr.  E.  L.  Kenyon,  chairman  of  a  special 
committee,  was  asked  to  study  the  matter  and  report  back  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  His  report  is  appended.  This  report  has 
been  presented  to  the  faculty  of  the  college  which  now  has  it 
under  advisement.  We  desire,  before  proceeding  further  in  the 
matter,  to  obtain  as  wide  expression  of  opinion  as  possible  from 
the  alumni,  and  we  ask  that  they  read  this  report  carefully  and 
send  us  suggestions  and  opinions  from  their  point  of  view  bearing 
on  this  important  question.

THE  RUSH   MEDICAL  ALUMNI   ENDOWMENT  FUND 
—  ITS    PLAN    AND    PURPOSE* 

1.  A  permanent  trust  fund  raised  by  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  the  Alumni  of  Rush  Medical  College  and  their  friends. 

2.  This  fund  shall  be  held  in  trust  and  advantageously  and 
safely  invested  by  the  trustees  of  Rush  Medical  College,  or  other

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trustees  chosen  by  the  officers  of  the  Association,  for  the  sole  use 
of,  for  and  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  Rush  Medical  College. 

3.  The  principal  shall  be  held  intact  and  the  interest  shall  be 
turned  over  annually  to  the  officers  of  the  Association  on  pre- 
sentation to  the  trustees  of  vouchers  signed  by  the  treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  president  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

4.  The  income  from  the  fund  may  be  used  for  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing purposes : 

The  promotion  of  wider  acquaintance  and  fellowship  among  all 
graduates  of  the  college;  fostering  the  spirit  of  fraternity  and 
alumni  loyalty  by  smokers  and  dinners  at  the  meetings  of  national, 
state,  county  and  district  societies,  as  well  as  through  organized 
effort  to  provide  welcome  and  extend  courtesy  to  our  fellow 
alumni  returning  to  Chicago  on  occasion,  and  especially  at  com- 
mencement time ;  the  maintenance  of  a  strong,  live  alumni  bul- 
letin ;  for  the  interchange  of  class  and  state  alumni  news  and  the 
publication  of  college  and  graduate  matters  which  are  of  special 
interest  to  this  scattered  body  of  men  who  have  no  other  means 
of  keeping  in  touch ;  the  maintenance  of  one  or  more  fellowships 
for  scientific  and  practical  research.  The  prosecution  of  such 
other  plans  as  from  time  to  time  the  officers  may  unite  on  for  the 
benefit  of  this  great  alumni  body  individually  and  collectively. 

5.  The  officers  and  committee  chairmen  shall  make  full  report 
of  the  year's  work  in  writing,  submitted  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
June.  The  trustees,  through  the  treasurer,  shall  likewise  make 
report  of  the  status  of  the  fund,  and  the  treasurer  shall  render 
itemized  account  of  all  expenditures  and  reserves. 

6.  All  such  reports,  together  with  that  of  the  auditors,  appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  published  in  the  next  issue  of 
The  Bulletin  succeeding  that  meeting. 

7.  No  salary  or  premium  shall  be  paid  to  any  officer  of  the 
Association  from  this  fund. 

8.  Expenditures  from  the  interest  of  this  fund  shall  be  made 
only  on  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  officers.

A     CORRECTION 


In  The  Journal  of  the  A.  M.  A.  of  Aug.  22,  1914,  p.  681,  under

and  under  control  of  the  alumni  themselves. 

A  recent  letter  from  an  alumnus  in  China  contained  a  contribu- 
tion "to  the  $1,300,000  building  fund  that  the  alumni  are  raising," 
and  wished  them  success  in  their  undertaking.  Hence  the  above 
explanation. 


THE     NEW    BULLETIN 

A  report  of  a  special  committee  made  by  request  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege on  Sept.  18,  1914,  by  Elmer  L.  Kenyon,  concerning  the  pro- 
posed development  of  The  Bulletin. 

I.   relationship  of  the  alumni  association  to  the  college 

Any  relationship  between  the  Alumni  of  an  institution  con- 
ducted to  meet  a  public  need  and  not  for  private  profit,  would  be 
expected  to  have  for  its  basis  the  advancing  of  the  ideals  on 
which  the  institution  stands.  Such  relationship  between  Alumni 
and  Alma  Mater  implies  a  feeling  of  affectionate  loyalty  and 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  alumni,  as  well  as  on  a  natural  desire 
to  be  of  service  in  an  important  public  enterprise.  The  majority 
of  colleges  have  no  more  interested  and  active  supporters  than 
their  Alumni. 

One  thing  seems  obvious  that  unless  the  Alumni  are  freely 
and  frankly  permitted  an  insight  into  the  plans  for  development 
and  into  the  operations  of  the  college,  it  cannot  be  expected  that 
they  shall  entertain  a  very  close  filial  feeling  for  the  college.  The 
holding  aloof  of  the  College  from  its  Alumni  would  be  fatal  to  the

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development  of  close  Alumni  interest.  On  the  other  hand,  unless 
the  Alumni  make  their  interest  in. the  College  clearly  known,  the 
institution  is  not  likely  to  adopt  a  frank  open  attitude  toward  the 
Alumni. 

Presuming  on  the  full  existence  of  the  mutual  interest  between 
Rush  Medical  College  and  its  graduates,  the  activities  of  the 
Alumni  Association  with  respect  to  the  College  are  destined  to 
take  a  more  diverse,  more  important  and  more  definite  form. 
What  those  activities  shall  eventually  become  is  a  matter  for  the 
future  to  disclose,  but  evidently  it  is  time  to  look  forward  and  to 
understand  what  the  next  steps  may  be.  Heretofore  the  Alumni 
have  paid  for  certain  fellowships  to  encourage  original  research 
by  recent  graduates.  This  effort  will  presumably  be  continued  in' 
accordance  with  the  evolution  of  new  conditions. 

A  second  manner  of  approach  of  the  Alumni  to  the  College 
would  seem  to  be  in  the  casting  of  the  influence  of  the  Alumni 
into  the  conduct  of  the  College,  through  official  representation  of 
the  Alumni  Association  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  possibly 
in  some  other  manner.  Nothing  would  so  much  encourage 
mutual  interest  between  Alumni  and  College,  and  without  such 
representation  such  mutual  interest  must  always  lack  a  funda- 
mental requirement  for  its  full  expression. 

A  third  method  of  approach  would  seem  naturally  to  be  active 
Alumni  interest  in  undergraduate  needs  and  problems.  All 
Alumni  were  once  undergraduate  students,  and  all  undergraduates 
are  destined  to  become  Alumni ;  the  interest  is  mutual  and  nat- 
ural. The  undergraduate  with  a  little  care  can  be  trained  as  a 
most  loyal  Alumnus.  Questions  having  to  do  with  the  manner  of 
living  of  the  undergraduate,  of  ways  and  means  to  aid  the  finan- 
cially struggling  student  and  of  disseminating  information  con- 
cerning the  problems  of  location,  equipment  and  professional 
methods,  are  examples  in  point. 

The  influence  of  the  Alumni  on  the  policies  of  the  College 
would  naturally  be  developed  chiefly  through  direct  representation 
of  the  Alumni  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  suggested. 

It  follows  that  an  interested  alumni  body  would  be  alert  to 
recommend  prospective  students  to  its  Alma  Mater.  Much  might 
be  done  to  foster  a  higher  standard  of  undergraduate  scholarship 
by  the  encouragement  of  especially  competent  students,  through 
scholarships  or  otherwise,  to  come  to  Rush  College,  and  for  the 
encouragement  of  thorough  preparation  of  prospective  medical 
students  generally. 

We  venture  to  suggest  another  way  in  which  the  Alumni 
might  exert  their  influence,  namely,  by  giving  attention  to  the

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historic  and  artistic  sides  of  medicine.  By  such  an  effort  the  col- 
lege could  be  gradually  permeated  with  a  background  of  pictures, 
statuary,  tablets  and  the  like.  And  the  individual  classes  would 
become  interested  in  such  an  effort.  Another  means  might  be  in 
promoting  the  anatomical  and  pathological  museum  and  in  build- 
ing up  the  college  library.  Dr.  Hektoen  suggests  the  project  of  a 
fireproof  library  building,  and  it  might  well  be  undertaken  by  the 
Alumni. 

Furthermore,  through  the  Association  in  connection  with 
individual  alumni,  it  might  be  possible  to  extend  the  influence  of 
the  College  into  local  communities  by  enlisting  the  expert  knowl- 
edge of  the  College  for  the  education  of  the  public  in  and  for 
the  solution  of  local  hygienic  problems.  Thus  there  might  be 
inaugurated  a  system  by  which  public  lectures  and  discussions 
having  reference  to  the  education  of  the  public  in  matters  of 
expert  medical  knowledge  could  be  carried  into  local  communi- 
ties. These  are  merely  suggestions.  Other  ways  will  naturally 
come  to  the  minds  of  others,  and  the  years  will  keep  adding  their 
contributions. 

II.    INTERESTS    OF    THE    ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION     HAVING    NO    DIRECT 
REFERENCE    TO    THE    COLLEGE 

Aside  from  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  in  the  College,  they  as 
a  body  possess  other  interests  and  needs  which  must  also  be 
considered.  First  of  all  is  the  natural  desire  to  cultivate  friendly 
relationships  among  the  Alumni  themselves.  This  desire  consti- 
tutes no  mean  purpose  in  itself,  as  promoting  one  of  the  great 
pleasures  and  benefits  in  life.  Moreover,  alumni  fellowship 
inevitably  reacts  to  encourage  loyalty  to  the  parent  institution. 

The  old  undergraduate  class  associations,  through  permanent 
class  organizations  and  class  meetings,  should  be  systematically 
fostered  and  made  the  basis  of  life-long  friendships.  Here  is  an 
activity  already  under  way  and  only  requiring  greater  systema- 
tized encouragement.  This  class  organization  idea  should  be 
instilled  into  the  classes  before  graduation. 

The  character  of  other  purely  Alumni  activities  will  naturally 
develop  out  of  future  experience. 

III.    HOW  ALUMNI  ACTIVITIES   MAY  BE  ADVANCED 

If  these  various  proposed  activities  of  the  Alumni  Association 
are  to  go  forward  successfully,  certain  things  will  eventually  be 
required:  First,  a  journal  which  shall  adequately  stand  for  the 
activities  of  the  Alumni  Association.    Second,  sufficient  funds. 

The  whole  proposed  structure  rests  on  financial  support.  Four 
sources  are  open:  (1)  the  raising  of  an  endowment  fund;  (2) 
annual  dues  and  contributions;  (3)  the  possible  earnings  of  the 
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journal  of  the  Association;  and    (4)    private  contributions   for 
especial  objects. 

The  matter  of  raising  an  endowment  fund  is  already  well 
under  way. 

IV.    THE    BULLETIN 

Heretofore  the  journal  of  the  Association  has  been  a  financial 
burden  to  the  College  and  to  the  Association.  For  the  College 
to  help  pay  the  financial  obligations  of  the  Alumni  Association  is 
to  exactly  reverse  the  correct  order  of  relationship.  The  journal 
of  the  Alumni  should  stand  for  an  active  and  independent  body 
entirely  capable  of  self-support.  Heretofore  The  Bulletin  has 
limited  itself  to  the  publication  of  College  and  Alumni  news  and 
the  publication  of  addresses  and  medical  articles  having  their 
origin  in  the  college.  Under  the  new  activity  of  the  Alumni 
Association  its  function  will  be  more  diverse  and  more  important, 
and  needs  to  be  considered  with  care. 

This  report  is  not  attempting  to  consider  all  the  angles  from 
which  this  subject  might  be  viewed.  We  are  not,  for  example, 
considering  a  journal  intended  to  represent  the  research  or  other 
scholarship  of  the  college.  We  are  not  considering  a  college 
journal  at  all;  but  a  journal  which  shall  stand  for  and  promote 
the  activities  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  shall,  to  this  end, 
keep  the  Association  in  touch  with  the  College.  The  two  ideas, 
an  Alumni  journal  and  a  College  research  journal,  are  only  in  a 
measure  compatible,  since  the  activities  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion are  directly  much  more  concerned  with  other  things  than  the 
research  aspect  of  college  life.  At  any  rate,  an  Alumni  journal, 
such  as  is  proposed  in  this  report,  in  no  way  conflicts  or  prevents 
the  later  publication  of  a  separate  college  research  journal,  or  the 
merging  of  the  proposed  periodical  into  a  combined  Alumni  and 
research  journal,  if  later  either  project  should  seem  desirable. 

Unless  the  proposed  new  periodical  is  capable  of  paying  or 
nearly  paying  its  own  expense  of  publication,  it  can  hope  to  have 
no  existence  for  an  indefinite  number  of  years  to  come.  And 
this  would  mean  that  the  instrument  most  required  for  encour- 
aging the  newly  developing  activities  of  the  Association  would 
be  lacking.  Therefore  it  will  be  well  to  understand  the  kind  of 
journal  required  and  the  possibility  of  its  publication  on  a  self- 
sustaining  basis. 

The  income  of  the  proposed  journal  would  be  derived  in  part 
from  subscriptions  and  in  part  from  advertising.  Neither  of 
these  items  may  be  expected  to  be  large  unless  the  character  of 
the  journal  is  such  as  to  cause  it  to  command  genuine  interest 
and  respect.  Competition  for  advertising  at  this  day  is  such  that 
advertisers  experience  but  little  need  or  desire  to  patronize  third- 
rate  publications,  and  even  if  their  patronage  be  so  given  such  a 
publication  must  grant  the  least  remunerative  advertising  terms.

One  thing  is  certain :  if  the  new  journal  is  to  succeed,  either  with 
advertisers  or  with  subscribers,  it  must  make  an  appeal  more 
strong  than  the  present  Bulletin. 

What  from  an  editorial  standpoint  is  demanded  of  the  new 
journal?  It  is  evident  that  in  the  situation  now  opening  up,  the 
journal  of  the  Association  must  be  something  more  than  a  mere 
purveyor  of  Alumni  news.  It  is  evident  that  it  must  be  the  active 
sponsor  of  an  idea  with  intellectual  driving  force  behind  it.  It 
must  stand  for  the  spirit,  strength  and  vitality  of  a  great  body  of 
educated  physicians,  and  do  no  injustice  to  the  strength,  dignity 
and  intellectual  grasp  of  a  great  educational  institution.  It  must 
guide  and  stimulate  the  new  activities ;  it  must  be  the  expression 
of  the  leaders  and  be  conducted  by  the  leaders  of  the  Association. 
This  does  not  mean  that  the  new  journal  must  necessarily  be  large 
in  size,  but  only  that  it  shall  be  adequate  to  the  idea  it  repre- 
sents, both  in  form  and  content. 

The  new  journal  shall,  to  be  sure,  be  a  purveyor  of  Alumni 
and  College  news,  but  unless  it  is  fundamentally  and  primarily 
much  more  than  this  it  will  not  only  miss  its  real  mission,  but  will 
also  be  likely  to  be  a  financial  failure.  Unless  the  journal  shall 
adequately  represent  some  idea  which  gives  it  a  distinctive  char- 
acter, filling  a  genuine  need,  it  can  hardly  hope  to  succeed. 

First  of  all,  the  new  journal  should  feel  its  own  deeper  mission 
with  reference  to  the  College,  and  with  reference  to  the  inter- 
relation of  the  Alumni  and  College.  This  involves  an  under- 
standing and  interest  in  the  educational  and  other  problems  of 
the  College,  as  well  as  the  relation  of  the  College  to  community 
medical  student  and  alumni.  With  this  understanding  one  may 
say  with  safety  that  the  new  journal  should  be  largely  a  news 
periodical.  But  without  such  a  fundamental  idea  running  through 
the  whole  fabric  of  the  journal  the  news  and  the  journal  are 
bound  to  lack  system  and  to  become  a  sort  of  conglomeration  of 
half -edited,  top  heavy  material,  not  inciting  interest  because  not 
conducted  according  to  the  demands  of  educated  readers.  In 
short,  a  journal  of  thought  permeated  with  news  is  what  we  want. 

Concerning  the  range  of  subjects  suitable  for  treatment  in 
such  a  journal,  the  following  fields  of  discussion  would  naturally 
be  covered :  Problems  of  medical  education,  in  particular  those 
of  Rush  Medical  College ;  medical  student  problems  and  interests, 
and  purely  Alumni  news  and  activities. 

The  journal  should  keep  the  Alumni  in  close  touch  with  the 
plans  of  development  of  the  college ;  especially  the  younger  grad- 
uates would  be  glad  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  undergraduate 
activities.

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Should  the  journal  also  contain  medical  matter  as  such?  From 
the  following  considerations  we  conclude  that  it  should.  In  the 
first  place,  the  proposed  journal  is  likely  to  lack  in  strength  of 
appeal  both  to  possible  subscribers  and  to  possible  advertisers, 
unless  its  scope  be  made  broader  than  that  outlined  above.  But, 
more  than  this,  its  natural  scope,  would,  we  believe,  not  be  com- 
plete without  a  distinctive  medical  feature.  Suppose  that  there  be 
maintained  a  department,  under  some  such  title  as  "Progress  of 
Medicine"  to  consist  of  terse,  clear,  signed  articles  by  members 
of  the  faculty.  The  whole  trend  and  purpose  of  this  would  be  to 
keep  the  reader  informed,  with  the  authority  of  his  Alma  Mater 
behind  the  department,  upon  advanced  steps  in  medical  progress. 
It  would  not  be  contemplated  that  this  department  would  in  any 
sense  take  the  place  of  the  larger  medical  journals,  but,  rather, 
would  supplement  them  by  authoritative,  brief  and  clarifying  ana- 
lytical resumes  of  the  subjects  treated.  Such  a  department  might 
well  be  looked  upon  as  a  sort  of  perpetual  continuation  of  under- 
graduate instruction.  Such  a  department  could  be  made  to  main- 
tain a  strong  hold  upon  the  Alumni.  Its  scope  might  be  caused  to 
cover  also  certain  subjects  allied  to  medicine  and  treated  by  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 

Reports  upon  the  research  work  being  carried  on  in  the  college 
would  naturally  claim  a  place,  and  other  medical  subjects  of 
peculiar  timely  appeal,  if  kept  within  the  general  editorial  plan, 
would  not  be  out  of  place. 

This  proposed  department  could  be  managed  in  the  following 
manner :  Let  a  designated  member  of  each  department  of  the 
College  be  an  associate  editor  of  the  journal,  and  let  him  be 
responsible  for  material  for  the  journal  so  far  as  his  department 
is  concerned.  Then  let  a  certain  member  of  the  department  cover 
a  limited  phase  of  medicine,  for  example,  the  alimentary  tract, 
for  this  purpose,  thus  limiting  the  work  requested  of  any  individ- 
ual to  a  small  amount.  And  let  his  work  be  published  with  the 
authority  of  the  author's  signature. 

V.     EDITORSHIP 

Editorship  is  a  strong,  vital,  all-pervading  directorship  which 
understands  thoroughly  the  interests  of  a  journal's  constituency 
and  which  commands  a  knowledge  of  the  journalistic  resources 
by  which  these  needs  may  be  satisfied.  It  creates  ideals  and 
assumes  responsibility.  It  insists  on  vitality  as  necessary  to 
success.  The  editor  of  the  proposed  journal  must  be  a  student 
of  the  problems  of  medical  education  and  of  the  college  generally. 
He  must  be  scholarly.    He  must  be  intellectually  alert,  systematic

in  habit  of  thought.  He  must  have  time  at  his  disposal  and  pre- 
pared to  take  up  the  work  for  a  period  of  years.  Upon  the  editor 
will  rest  the  success  or  failure  of  the  journal,  and  the  problem 
will  demand,  and  is  worthy  of,  the  highest  intellectual  effort.  He 
will  have  more  influence  in  the  development  of  the  activities  of 
the  Alumni  Association  than  any  other  person.  His  rewards  in 
reputation  and  wide  acquaintance  will  be  of  no  mean  order. 

VI.    THE  BUSINESS  SIDE 

The  cost  of  publication  of  the  proposed  journal  would  vary 
chiefly  with  the  items  of  size,  frequency  of  issue,  copies  issued 
and  postage  classification. 

The  conception  in  mind  is  that  of  a  periodical  to  meet  the 
above  demands  perhaps  in  a  modest  way  at  first.  From  small 
beginnings  it  could  grow  as  the  needs  required. 

Eventually  a  monthly  issue  would  probably  be  called  for,  but 
until  more  certain  of  our  ground  than  at  present,  a  journal  of 
less  than  twelve  annual  issues  would  be  conservative  and  more 
likely  to  make  a  safe  start.  We  would  suggest  bi-monthly  publi- 
cation to  start  with,  but  with  one  additional  issue  in  the  spring 
and  one  in  the  fall  namely,  one  in  January,  March,  May,  June, 
July,  September,  October  and  November. 

The  number  of  copies  to  be  issued  depends  upon  whether  the 
periodical  should  be  a  subscription  journal,  or  whether  it  should 
be  sent  free  to  all  Alumni  regardless  of  payment  of  alumni  dues, 
as  is  the  present  Bulletin.  A  journal  strong  enough  to  call 
forth  the  payment  of  a  subscription  price  becomes  in  itself  a 
stimulus  to  its  producers.  A  free  journal  does  not  so  readily 
command  the  full  respect  of  the  writer,  and  the  reader  also  dis- 
counts its  value.  A  straight  subscription  iournal  could  be  made 
a  strong  argument  to  bring  in  members  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. And,  finally,  a  subscription  journal,  through  the  second 
class  mail  privileges,  would  involve  in  itself  a  large  annual  saving 
in  postage.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  desirable  to  reach  all 
Alumni,  whether  members  of  the  Association  or  not,  once  or  twice 
during  the  year.  This  could  be  done  by  sample  copies.  On  the 
whole,  it  would  seem  to  us  desirable  from  the  start  to  send  the 
periodical  regularly  only  to  actual  paid  up  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, but  to  use  extra  copies  freely  as  a  means  of  increasing 
the  membership  in  the  Association.  A  regular  issue  at  first  of 
1,500  or  2,000  copies  probably  would  about  meet  the  require- 
ments. Eventually  the  paid-up  membership  could  be  brought  up 
to  such  numbers. 

With  modest  beginnings  and  regular  issue  of  not  more  than 
2,000  copies,  in  eight  issues  annually,  the  annual  cost  could  be 
safely  reckoned  at  $2,000,  and  might  be  brought  down  to  $1,600.. 
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In  estimating  the  possible  success  of  the  periodical,  one  should 
bear  in  mind  that  other  incentives  beside  the  intrinsic  interest  of 
the  periodical  itself  would  have  a  bearing  on  the  size  of  its  sub- 
scription list,  viz.,  loyalty  to  the  college  and  to  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation. In  the  first  two  or  three  years,  or  until  the  periodical  is 
firmly  established,  by  devoting  the  largest  part  of  the  Association 
dues  and  of  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund  to  this  pur- 
pose, one  could  quite  safely  reckon  on  an  annual  subscription 
item  of  $1,000.  If  the  college  were  temporarily  to  add  to  this 
the  amount  which  it  has  heretofore  expended  for  The  Bulletin, 
say  $250,  there  would  still  remain  an  item  of  from  $350  to  $750 
to  be  met  by  advertising.  In  other  words,  if  one  could  reckon 
on  obtaining  from  $60  to  $70  per  issue  of  advertising,  the 
expenses  would  be  met.  While  it  might  be  difficult  to  obtain  this 
amount  in  full  at  first,  it  is  probable  that  nearly  if  not  quite  double 
that  amount  might  eventually  be  obtained.  But  this  is  wholly 
speculative.  The  present  Bulletin  has  seldom  carried  more  than 
$25  of  advertising  value  per  issue.  The  Illinois  Medical  Journal 
carries  approximately  $1,000  per  issue.  At  the  very  worst  the 
deficit  on  the  first  year's  publication  could  scarcely  exceed  $500, 
and  probably  would  be  not  more  than  $300.  If  one  had  a  working- 
capital  of  $1,000  he  would  be  justified  in  proceeding,  but  $2,000 
would  be  safer. 

This  capital  might  be  raised  by  arranging  with  especial  con- 
tributors to  the  Endowment  Fund,  to  permit  of  their  contribu- 
tions being  employed  for  capitalizing  The  Bulletin,  until  such 
time  as  The  Bulletin  was  able  from  its  earnings  to  return  the 
amount  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Two  years  of  close  attention  to  this  project  would  probably 
settle  for  all  time  the  policies  and  success  of  a  project  of  vital 
moment  to  the  development  of  the  activities  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation. 


THE  BANQUET

and  their  presence  in  goodly  numbers  showed  their  appreciation 
of  the  hospitality  of  their  alma  mater.

Five  Minute  Talks  by  Old  Alumni. 
Music— "Good  Old  Rush." 

Dr.  D.  W.  Graham  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  directly 
across  Clark  Street  from  the  Sherman  House  where  this  banquet 
was  being  held  was  the  site  of  Dr.  Brainard's  office  and  the  first 
home  of  Rush  Medical  College.  He  said  that  the  founding  of 
Rush  Medical  College,  one  of  the  first  institutions  of  learning  in 
the  Northwest,  was  an  event  of  unusual  importance,  and  that  this 
original  site  should  be  marked  by  an  appropriate  tablet,  and  he 
suggested  the  matter  as  one  for  consideration  by  one  of  the  gradu- 
ating classes  or  by  the  faculty. '  He  mentioned  the  fact  that  in  an 
address  by  Professor  Brainard  many  years  ago  the  future  of 
Rush  Medical  College  and  the  city  of  Chicago  was  prophesied  in 
words  which  are  of  great  interest  and  significance  in  the  light  of 
subsequent  events.  Dr.  Graham  suggested  that  a  quotation  from 
this  address  of  Dr.  Brainard's  would  make  an  appropriate  inscrip- 
tion for  such  a  tablet. 

During  the  evening  nearly  forty  pledges  for  life  memberships 
were  received,  making,  with  the  earlier  pledges  of  Dr.  Bevan  and 
Dr.  Sippy,  the  total  pledged  for  the  endowment  fund  about 
$  10,000,  over  $4,000  of  which  is  already  in  the  bank  and  drawing 
interest. 

Dr.  Freer's  speech  relating  the  glories  of  Rush  in  the  past 
brought  forth  much  applause  from  the  members.  A  spirited 
reply  by  Dr.  Billings  detailing  the  achievements  of  recent  years 
brought  an  equally  hearty  response.  Acting  President  Angell  of 
the  University  was  in  good  form  and  his  remarks  were  both 
witty  and  forceful.  Our  President,  Dr.  Corwin,  was  keyed  up 
to  concert  pitch  and  his  speech  was  a  hummer.  Our  aeroplane 
reporter  was  able  to  reach  most  of  it,  and  it  will  be  found  prac- 
tically complete  in  another  column.  Professor  Davis'  response 
for  "The  Clergy"  was  full  of  fun  and  wisdom.  Several  short 
talks  were  given  by  different  members  of  the  Alumni  present. 
Charles  J.  Lewis,  Class  '60,  spoke  with  much  feeling  and  vigor.

MINUTES     OF    ANNUAL    MEETING,     1914 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Hotel  Sherman,  June  10,  at 
5  o'clock. 

There  were  present  about  200  alumni,  a  very  unusual  event  in 
these  meetings. 

The  reports  of  the  secretary,  treasurer,  alumni  relationship 
committee  and  necrologist  were  read  and  approved,  and  will 
appear  in  the  Bulletin. 

Much  enthusiasm  was  aroused  by  short  speeches  made  by 
various  members  from  the  floor,  expressing  their  loyalty  to  the 
organization  in  their  very  definite  ideas  of  what  the  association 
may  and  should  stand  for  in  the  future. 

The  following  officers  were  nominated  and  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year:  president,  Arthur  M.  Corwin,  Chicago;  first  vice- 
president.  D.  H.  Bowen,  Waukon,  la. ;  second  vice-president, 
Chas.  J.  Lewis,  Chicago ;  third  vice-president,  J.  R.  McDill.  Mil- 
waukee, Wis. ;  necrologist,  J.  J.  Stoll,  Chicago ;  treasurer,  Elmer 
L.  Kenyon,  Chicago ;  secretary,  Chas.  A.  Parker,  Chicago. 

The  re-election  of  Dr.  Corwin  for  president  was  without  prec- 
edent as  far  as  the  secretary's  knowledge  goes,  but  the  nominat- 
ing committee  felt  that  he  was  in  the  midst  of  work  so  splendidly 
begun  and  that  his  services  were  the  most  desirable  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  work. 

At  this  meeting  the  president  announced  Dr.  Bevan's  pledge  of 
a  total  of  $1,000  to  the  endowment  fund,  part  of  which  had 
already  been  paid,  and  Dr.  Sippy's  pledge  of  a  total  of  $500  for 
the  same  purpose.  Part  of  this  had  already  been  paid.  These 
very  generous  gifts  carry  with  them  the  much  more  important 
asset  of  personal  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  these  two  very  active 
members  of  our  organization.

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SECRETARY'S     REPORT 
Annual  Meeting,  June  10,  1914 

At  the  annual  alumni  meeting  in  June,  1913,  the  following 
members  were  elected  to  their  respective  offices :  president, 
Arthur  M.  Corwin,  Class  '89;  first  vice-president,  Joseph  Z. 
Bergeron,  Class  '89 ;  second  vice-president,  John  J.  Stoll,  Class 
'85  ;  third  vice-president,  Libni  B.  Hayman,  Class  86;  necrologist, 
John  Ritter,  Class  '80;  treasurer,  Morris  Fishbein,  Class  '12; 
secretary,  Chas.  A.  Parker,  Class  '91. 

Soon  after  the  annual  meeting  a  meeting  of  the  new  officers  was 
called  by  President  Corwin  and  matters  rapidly  shaped  themselves 
for  an  active  year's  work.  The  raising  of  an  endowment  fund 
soon  became  the  slogan  of  the  administration,  and  many  executive 
and  general  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  to  organize  our 
forces  toward  the  attainment  of  this  much-desired  end.  At  our 
meeting  in  September  over  one  hundred  Cook  County  alumni 
were  present,  and  the  project  was  first  presented  to  a  representa- 
tive body  of  our  members.  It  was  immediately  accepted  with 
great  favor  and  many  individual  pledges  to  such  a  fund  were 
made  that  night.  A  detailed  report  of  the  meeting  appeared  in 
the  September  Bulletin. 

Our  greatest  night,  however,  was  Nov.  13,  1913,  during  the 
session  of  the  Clinical  Congress  in  Chicago,  when  we  had  277 
members  present  at  our  banquet.  Here  the  enthusiasm  and 
pledges  ran  so  high  that  $4,000  in  pledges  was  the  result  of  the 
evening's  work.  Since  then  individual  and  class  pledges  have 
brought  the  total  pledged  amount  now  up  to  about  $7,000,  of 
which  about  $4,000  have  already  been  paid  in  cash.  Our  actual 
cash  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  up  to  to-day  is  $3,847.17. 

The  reunion  of  the  Class  of  '89  on  Feb.  19,  1914,  where  forty- 
seven  of  the  members  were  in  attendance,  showed  the  effect  of 
association  as  a  stimulant  to  good  deeds,  as  out  of  this  number, 
twenty-nine  subscribed  $30  apiece  to  the  endowment  fund. 
Their  interest  in  the  Alumni  Association  is  just  that  much 
stronger  and  more  personal  on  account  of  their  liberal  participa- 
tion in  its  development.  The  life  membership  certificate  plan  of 
$30,  relieving  the  members  from  further  payment  of  dues,  has 
been  very  popular,  although  many  have  gone  above  this  limit. 
Up  to  date,  seventy-eight  life  certificates  have  been  issued,  while 
many  contributions  of  smaller  amounts,  in  yearly  payments  help 
swell  the  fund.  The  cheery  letters  accompanying  the  checks  have 
been  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  secretary.  Some  of  these  have 
been  published  in  the  Bulletin. 

It  is  evident  that  the  better  the  classes  are  organized,  the  better 
the  response  to  the  endowment  fund,  and  the  closer  the  bond  of 
union  among  the  members.  During  the  first  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  after  his  graduation  the  alumnus  is  too  desperately  con- 
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cerned  with  making  a  living  and  starting  a  family  to  have  much 
time  for  reflection  on  the  good  old  student  days,  and  if  he  does 
now  and  then  indulge  in  secret  mental  vacations  recalling  some 
very  undignified  antics  of  those  fuzzy  whiskered  classmates  he  is 
likely  to  have  his  dream  shattered  by  his  offspring's  demand  for 
more  money  to  buy  Sunday  shoes,  when  money  is  the  one  thing 
that  he  is  most  frequently  short  of.  After  twenty  years,  however, 
he  has  either  made  his  stake  or  has  quit  worrying  over  it,  and 
learned  to  enjoy  the  good  things  he  has,  and  among  his  dearest 
possessions  he  comes  now  to  recognize  his  classmates.  So  there 
is  a  sound  psychologic  and  financial  basis  for  the  twenty-year 
graduate  being  much  more  interested  and  more  numerously  pres- 
ent in  reunions  than  the  classmen  of  half  the  years'  experience. 
On  this  account  it  is  so  difficult  to  start  and  keep  up  an  efficient 
organization  among  the  younger  classes,  much  as  it  may  seem 
desirable.  I  do  not  wish  to  discourage  those  who  may  try,  but 
think  we  should  not  take  it  too  much  to  heart  when  it  does  not 
succeed.  It  will  succeed  later.  Another  interesting  feature  of 
the  year's  work  is  the  preparation  of  a  life  membership  roll- 
book,  in  which  are  recorded  the  name,  residence,  year  of  gradua- 
tion and  amount  of  contribution  of  each  life  member.  The 
executive  committee  has  endeavored  to  have  something  unique, 
attractive  and  substantial  as  a  permanent  record  of  those  par- 
ticipating in  the  development  of  our  endowment  fund  where  the 
contribution  amounted  to  $.30 — a  life  membership — or  more.  The 
book  is  not  quite  finished,  but  some  advance  pages  will  give  an 
idea  of  its  character  and  beauty.  Besides  this  official  record  we 
have  issued  the  life  membership  certificate,  which  is  now 
familiar  to  many  of  you.  To  appear  shortly  is  also  the  long 
heralded  address  book,  whose  delay  will  be  pardoned  when  you 
learn  that  it  was  held  up  so  that  its  records  might  be  taken  directly 
from  advance  sheets  of  the  American  Medical  Association's  new 
Directory.  When  it  does  appear  it  will  be  really  worth  while, 
and  can  be  depended  upon  to  be  as  nearly  complete  and  correct, 
as  possible  or  practicable. 

The  invitation  to  all  alumni  to  be  guests  of  the  faculty  is  kindly 
evidence  of  the  warm  welcome  awaiting  us  at  the  home-coming 
to-night.  Let  us  show  our  appreciation  of  their  kindness  by  being 
present  in  flattering  numbers. 

The  various  alumni  meetings  held  outside  of  Chicago,  notices 
of  which,  richly  embellished  by  the  loyal  pen  of  John  Ritter  and 
from  time  to  time  appearing  in  the  Bulletin,  have  been  further 
inspirations  to  our  fraternal  spirits. 

Take  it  all  in  all,  the  year  has  been  one  of  especial  promise,  and 
we  believe  it  is  only  a  foretaste  of  the  many  better  things  to  come.

REPORT   OF   ALUMNI   REUNIONS   AND   RELATIONS 

COMMITTEE 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  as  chairman  of  the  Rush  Alumni 
Reunion  and  Relations  Committee,  to  report  to  this  august  body 
the  results  of  the  various  activities  in  which  this  committee  has 
been  engaged  during  the  past  year.  Almost  immediately  follow- 
ing our  meeting  last  year,  your  committee  and  the  newly  elected 
officers  of  your  association  began  the  outlining  of  a  plan  for  the 
consummating  of  that  proposition  which  seemed  to  constitute  an 
important  topic  at  that  gathering,  and  which  has  since  been 
crystallized  into  that  splendid  foundation,  emblematic  of  Rush 
loyalty,  the  Rush  Medical  College  endowment  fund.  During  the 
sojourn  of  your  officers  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  held-  in 
June,  1913,  a  feasible  plan  for  the  creation  of  this  endowment

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fund  was  outlined  and  the  express  purpose  and  objects  clearly  and 
comprehensively  defined.  You  undoubtedly  know  that  one  of  the 
most  distinctive  and  interesting  features  at  the  meeting  of  the 
A.  M.  A.  was  the  rousing  gathering  of  Rush  members  at  the 
West  Hotel  at  luncheon,  and  at  that  meeting  this  outlined  plan 
was  placed  before  that  body,  and  it  was  most  heartily  approved 
and  most  enthusiastically  concurred  in.  That  a  plan  for  the  estab- 
lishing of  an  endowment  fund  was  well  received  is  attested  by 
the  generous  donation  from  our  esteemed  alumnus,  Dr.  Norman 
Bridge  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  Class  '78,  who  immediately 
after  that  meeting,  placed  into  my  hands  his  check  for  $1,000, 
and  which  has  since  been  considered  as  the  nucleus  of  this  fund 
and  to  which  have  since  been  added,  from  other  members  of  our 
Association,  substantial  amounts. 

Other  important  activities  of  your  committee  to  be  mentioned 
are  the  various  Rush  alumni  reunions  held  at  different  state  med- 
ical society  meetings.  First  and  foremost  should  be  recalled  that 
splendid  meeting,  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  during  the  meeting  of 
the  A.  M.  A.,  already  referred  to  above.  This  notable  gathering, 
which  is  now  historical,  was  attended  by  more  than  150  live, 
active,  enthusiastic  and  loyal  Rush  men ;  nearly  every  western 
state  was  there  represented.  Lasting  gratitude  is  due  Dr.  Cham- 
berlain of  St.  Paul,  who  acted  as  chairman,  and  Dr.  Sheldon  of 
Minneapolis  as  secretary  of  the  local  Rush  alumni  committee, 
who,  with  that  noble  spirit  of  fellowship  so  well  exemplified, 
were  instrumental  in  bringing  about  this  splendid  gathering. 

Following  the  A.  M.  A.  meeting  nothing  was  done  by  your 
committee  until  the  beginning  of  September  of  last  year.  State 
medical  meetings  were  held  in  the  fall  in  the  states  of  Indiana, 
Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Colorado  and  Minnesota,  but  no  Rush  alumni 
reunions  were  held  in  either  of  these  states  with  the  exception  of 
the  Wisconsin  meeting  held  in  Milwaukee  in  October  last,  at 
which  a  Rush  luncheon  was  a  most  important  event,  participated 
in  by  seventy-seven  Rush  graduates  from  various  parts  of  the 
state;  a  full  report  of  which  appeared  in  the  January  Bulletin. 

Next  in  importance  was  the  smoker  of  the  Cook  County 
Alumni  members  at  this  hotel  in  September  last  with  an  attend- 
ance of  over  one  hundred,  and  it  was  at  this  gathering  that  plans 
were  formulated  for  a  rousing  Rush  meeting  during  the  Clinical 
Congress  of  American  Surgeons  to  be  held  in  November.  The 
Rush  alumni  reunion  held  during  that  congress  was  by  far  the 
greatest  reunion  ever ;  277  graduates  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  were  in  attendance,  and  at  this  particular  reunion  our 
already  steadily  growing  endowment  fund  received  its  first  enthu-

siasitic  approval ;  tnore  than  $4,000  was  received  at  that  meeting 
in  cash  and  pledges  for  this  fund.  Our  report  would  be  but 
incomplete  if  no  mention  were  made  of  the  splendid  reunion  of 
the  Class  of  1889,  February  19  last,  being  the  twenty-fifth  anni- 
versary since  graduating  from  Rush.  And  again,  at  this  gathering 
the  endowment  fund  received  a  most  substantial  contribution  in 
cash  and  pledges,  nearly  $1,000.  Brief  mention  must  be  made  of 
the  smoker  held  in  March  by  the  Class  of  1896;  more  will  be 
heard  from  this  class  at  a  very  early  date. 

For  the  month  of  May  just  passed,  state  medical  society  meet- 
ings were  scheduled  for  Ohio,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Nebraska-  and 
Kansas.  Nothing  was  done  in  either  Iowa,  Nebraska  or  Kansas, 
but  in  Ohio  and  Illinois  live  reunions  were  held.  Your  chairman 
was  present  at  the  Ohio  gathering,  and  although  this  meeting  was 
small,  much  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  for  old  Rush  was  exhibited, 
resulting  in  the  organization  of  a  permanent  Rush  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  Ohio,  electing  Dr.  A.  S.  Barnes,  Class  1900,  chairman, 
and  Dr.  E.  F.  McCampbell,  Class  1912,  secretary-treasurer ;  both 
of  Columbus.

A  brief  report  of  this  and  the  Ohio  meeting  appeared  in  the  last 
issue  of  our  Bulletin.

Thirty-five  expressions  of  regret  and  God-speed  were  read 
from  absent  members.  Bates  was  Chairman,  Metzger  Toast- 
master  and  Kenyon  Secretary.

executive  committee,  Brode,  chairman,  Brennecke,  Fosberg, 
Guthrie  and  Honnold.  Committee  on  History  of  Members,  Con- 
roy,  chairman,  Beebe  and  Eckard  (with  others  to  be  appointed 
by  the  chairman  if  necessary). 

This  meeting  has  paved  the  way  for  a  prolongation  of  one  of 
the  most  delightful  experiences  possible  in  life,  and  the  members 
present  look  forward  in  1916  to  reuniting  with  a  much  larger 
number  of  the  old  boys  of  '96.

ADDRESS     AT     THE     ANNUAL     BANQUET 

TO   THE   TOAST    "MOTHER'S  DAY"

Master  of  Toasts,  Learned  Sirs  and  Fellozvs  —  more  or  less 
learned: — At  the  very  outset  let  me  say  we,  the  dog,  from  the  tip 
of  our  wag  to  the  bottom  of  our  canine  heart  thank  this  modern, 
improved  Mother  Hubbard  for  digging  up  for  us  out  of  the 
capacious  recesses  of  her  hospitable  cupboard,  so  delicious  and 
juicy  a  bone.  Upon  this  gastronomic  basis  we  shall  come  again 
another   year,    Mother,   amplified   in   number   and   multiplied   in 
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appetite,  for  we  do  love  a  bone.  Nor  is  it  strange  considering 
the  close  proximity  and  mutual  pneumogastric  control  enjoyed  by 
stomach  and  heart,  it  is  not  strange,  that  the  courtesies  of  a 
square  meal  should  fruit  such  friendliness.  Great  in  its  possi- 
bilities is  the  gift  of  a  mere  smoke,  a  hand-out  and  a  drink ;  even 
a  dry  drink  —  dry  in  this  case  because  the  faculty  in  this  company 
are  upon  the  water  wagon  —  in  spite  of  their  appearance. 

But  I  see  that  the  Class  of  '88  and  that  of  '96  still  adhere  to 
their  former  habits.  Soberly,  gentlemen,  we  have  all  entertained 
angels  unawares ;  always  a  blessing  in  disguise.  How  much  better 
to  have  here  a  real  sample  of  the  white  winged  Heavenly  host 
undisguised  and  entertaining  us  so  thoroughly.  And  yet  a  double 
blessing  we  have  in  this  other  mundane  delegate  of  things  celes- 
tial (President  Davis)  in  such  jovial  mood.  What  he  has  to  say 
of  doctors  must  be  taken  now  on  faith  that  we  are  not  so  bad  as 
we  look  and  a  little  better  all  told  than  we  sometimes  act. 

I  am  not  unmindful,  sir,  of  the  responsibility  of  speaking  for 
the  Alumni  of  Rush,  and  the  honor  of  it  I  appreciate.  I  am  here 
to  voice  the  spirit  of  four  thousand  sons,  and  more,  of  this  fertile 
and  famous  mother  —  men  who  have  gone  forth  to  bear  the 
torches  of  truth  and  humanity  and  plant  the  standard  of  high 
ideals  wherever  the  sun  rises,  and  rising  never  sets  upon  the 
name  of  Rush. 

Whatever  is  to  be  the  future  of  Rush,  I  for  one  would  rather 
see  it  out  of  business  than  ever  to  lose  its  name  and  identity 
which  mean  everything  to  us.  Great  as  is  this  splendid  home- 
coming, fine  as  is  your  enthusiasm,  I  seem  fairly  to  feel  the 
throbbing  pulses  of  all  the  rest  from  far  cities,  from  every 
countryside.  And  at  this  crisis  in  our  college  history  they  bid  me 
speak  in  optimistic  phrases :  to  commend  the  past,  to  congratulate 
the  present,  to  drink  a  toast  of  hope  and  confidence  to  the  future 
of  this  noble  institution.  Conceived  in  the  heart  and  born  in  the 
mind  of  Daniel  Brainard ;  nourished  by  the  strength  of  Gunn, 
Miller,  Byford,  Allen,  Parkes,  Lyman,  Senn,  and  all  those  other 
giants  of  yesterday ;  bred  and  cultured  by  the  big  men  of  our 
faculty  to-day,  Rush  College  is  notably  the  college  of  teachers, 
as  witnessed  by  the  long  roll  of  her  boys  who  have  held  and  now 
hold  positions  of  trust  and  eminence  in  innumerable  schools,  hos- 
pitals and  research  halls  all  over  the  country. 

With  her  heritage  of  dominance,  of  leadership,  of  ideals,  her 
tomorrow  of  greater  influence  is,  sir,  not  in  question.  And  so  the 
step  is  easy  from  the  thought  of  our  fathers  and  brothers  in  the 
faculty  and  alumni  to  the  motherhood  of  Rush  and  the  holy  day 
of  motherhood.  Holy  days,  holidays,  we  have  —  a  few  advised 
by  church  or  state,  or  social  group,  or  economic  brotherhood ; 
sacred  days  to  the  memory  of  great  events  or  critical  ideas,  to 
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statesmen,  heroes,  martyrs,  saints  —  to  God's,  to  men  !  And  these 
we  celebrate  with  flags  unfurled,  and  stop  the  busy  wheels  of 
trade,  unloose  the  tongue  of  eloquence,  and  bid  the  strings  and 
reeds  and  drums  mix  stirring  harmonies ;  to  men  and  God  we 
dedicate  our  holidays,  to  God  and  men !  But  where  in  all  our 
calendar  have  we  set  apart  a  single  day  to  woman,  the  heroine? 
Just  one  to  prove  the  rule  for  which  we've  waited  nineteen  cen- 
turies, 'til  woman  herself,  triumphant  in  her  final  consciousness 
of  power  has  forced  our  tardy  recognition  of  the  greatest  of  them 
all,  and  set  a  hallowed  day  to  motherhood. 

And  what  we  think  of  these  same  mothers  and  sisters  and  their 
right  and  fitness. for  a  larger  voice  is  expressed  in  a  few  lines  to 
the  suffragette  of  which  we  have  been  guilty.  (And  who,  Mr. 
Chairman,  could  be  expected  to  overlook  his  own  verses  upon 
such  an  occasion?    If  you  please,  they  run  like  this:) 

THE     SUFFRAGETTE

That  man,  who  yesterday  said,  "Suffragette" 

And  smiled,  with  finger-tip  to  brow 

And  winked  a  knowing  eye, 

As  if  to  say,  "Don't  fret 

About  this  female  freak, 

This  half  unsexed  and  ranting 

Mannish  thing  in  skirts  ;  • 

Just  let  her  rave, 

She's  so  absurd 

Her  word  will  never  count  in   politics 

This  side  the  grave ;" — 

I  say,  that  man,  to-day, 

Instead  of  sneering  at  these  advocates 

Of  Freedom's  larger  cause, 

And  winking  out  of  view 

Their   ever-widening  cry   for   right, 

Their  ever-growing  strength  to  fight, 

Had  better  waken  from  his  sleep 

And  do  some  sober  thinking ; 

For  surely  he  has  overlooked  a  count 

Of  passing  years, 

Or  else  been  drinking. 

Yes,  drinking  deep,  for  drunk  is  he 

With   wine   of  power,   misused, 

Which  long-established  man-made  right  to  rule, 

The    rule-of-might,   has   given, 

In  darkest  ages  born 

When  brain  and  heart  gave  place  to  brawn 

And  woman  was  a  chattel 

Amongst  the  household  gear, 

Inferior  to  lowly  beasts  of  draught 

And  ordinary  cattle. 

The  Suffragette! 
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A  daughter  she  of   servitude. 

In  ancient  days  when  rounded 

Female  charm  was  prize  of  war, 

A  ravishment  to  him  whose  arm 

Was  strongest  in  the  fight, 

His  steed  the  swiftest  in  its  wanton  flight, 

Then,  woman's  youthful  loveliness 

Was  bauble  bright  of  fickle  passion's  court. 

When  tarnished,  old  and  bent,  the  object  she 

Of  kick  and  cuff, — anathema! 

Except   to  do  the  drudgeries  of  slaves. 

Her  lot,  the  Mother  of  the  Suffragette, 

For  centuries  was  this, 

To  carry  burdens,  moil  and  toil  and  sweat, 

And   multiply   the   tribe  ; — 

While  man,  whose  useful  rib  she  seemed 

By  virtue    (rather  vice)    of  this  his  ownership; 

As  proved  by  osseous  argument, 

Has  chosen  what  he  would, 

To  have,  to  hold,  to  give,  to  take*  to  buy,  to  sell, 

And  woman  had  whatever  else  was  left. 

But  'mongst  this  stuff  she  never  found  a  vote, 

A  thing  too  precious  that  for  man  to  overlook, 

'Twould  bring  a  price  in  gold. 

What  wonder,  then,  "the  worm  has  turned !" 

Wake  up  !  Oh,  man,  take  off  your  hat  to  her, 

The   mother  of  the  race,  with  whom  you  mate 

Yet  still  refuse  an  equal  place. 

Your  house  she's  set  in  order  well ; 

Your  children,  many,   bless   her  loveliness  ; — 

And  yet  through  all  her  labors,  manifold  and  difficult  and  fine 

She's  kept  her  faith  and  loyalty 

And  won  her  day  of  fearless  speech 

And  brought  the  issue  home. 

"To  woman  equal  rights  with  man 

A  vote   for  each." 

Of  progress  this  the  issue  is. 

By  peaceful  means,  if  possible,  it  comes; 

By  war,  if  men  prefer,  as  England's  men  appear ; 

But  come  it  shall ! 

And  when,  not  if,  it  comes, 

Mere  man  will  play  a  better  part,  perforce. 

For  women,  cleaner,  honester,  more  ardent   too 

In  what  they  do  and  what  they  think 

Will  then  be  "on  the  job"  for  good 

And  politics  will  have 

Its  morals  washed. 

Mother !  There  is  no  profanity  under  the  sun  among  all  the 
oaths  that  men  swear  against  their  kind  that  so  quickly  sends  the 
crimson  to  our  brows  and  stirs  our  batteries  of  offense,  as  that  by 
which  ignoble  men  would  in  vile  words  reflect  dishonor  upon  the 
woman  who  bore  us,  and  the  man  who  will  not  instantly  resent  it 
with  fist  or  club  is  less  than  half  a  man.  The  motions  of  his  soul 
are  stagnant ;  his  corpuscles  are  white,  his  liver  white  and  his 
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morals  yellow.  But  if  the  cowardly  slanderer  shall  feel,  per- 
chance, the  stroke  of  our  righteous  wrath  and  fall,  where  is  the 
judge  or  red-blooded  jury  that  shall  punish  us?  Rather  shall  the 
verdict  be,  well  done,  good  son.  There  is  no  evil  in  thee  and  no 
offense. 

Woman!  A  word  to  conjure  with.  Mother!  Sweetest  word 
in  all  creation  —  the  master-word  to  build  a  matchless  nation  on. 
for  a  worthy  son  of  a  worthy  mother  is  essential  stuff  of  citizen, 
neighbor,  patriot.  Show  me  the  one  who  loves  his  mother  well, 
there  you  shall  have  the  essence  of  a  man. 

And  so  it  follows  that  we  who  have  learned  our  lesson  at  the 
knee  of  Rush  may  not  forget  her  wise  admonition,  her  cheerful 
blame,  her  joyful  praise.  As  children  of  her  love  we  feel  the 
bond  of  brotherhood  and  when  she  calls  we  hear  and  come  —  and 
this  to  us  is  Mother's  Day.  The  stamp  of  her  character  is  upon 
our  manhood,  the  brand  of  her  name  upon  our  careers,  and  with 
our  reputation  we  shall,  we  must,  make  good  her  fiat  of  our  fit- 
ness and  defend  her  honor. 

Fellows,  whatever  else  we  may  do  or  be,  as  sons  of  Rush  we 
are  preeminently  men.  Whatever  for  us  of  Heaven  or  hell  awaits 
beyond  the  grave,  right  here  on  this  side  we  may  make  as  much 
of  the  one  or  raise  as  much  of  the  other  as  we  choose.  For  we 
are  not  as  the  old  theology  would  have  us  —  worms  crawling 
upon  our  bellies  with  faces  in  the  dust,  but  morsels  of  Divinity 
with  immense  possibilities  wrapped  up  within  us  —  latent  powers 
which  none  may  estimate. 

We  are  men,  sons  of  a  worthy  mother,  standing  unon  our  two 
feet  with  shoulders  squared  and  chins  up,  we  look  the  whole 
world  in  the  face  unafraid.  As  Edwin  Markham  has  put  it  in 
sapient  verse : 

"We  men  of  Earth  have  here  the  stuff  of  Paradise, 

And  we  have  enough. 
We  need  no  other  thing  to  build 

The  stairs  into  the  unfilled  : 
No  other  ivory  for  the  doors, 

No  other  marble  for  the  floors, 
No  other  cedar  for  the  beam 

And  dome  of  man's  immortal   dream. 
"Here  on  the  paths  of  everyday 

Here  on  this  common,  human   way, 
Is  all  the  stuff  that  Gods  would  need 

To  build  a  heaven. 
To  make  and  mould  new  Edens 

Ours   the   stuff  sublime, 
To  build  eternity  in  time."

But  look  at  the  other  man's  point  of  view.  Your  tuition  has  not 
paid  for  running  expenses  of  any  great  college.  The  men  who  have 
taught  you  have  made  great  sacrifices  and  they  have  worked  hard  to 
stack  your  gray  matter  with  prevailing  fundamental  principle.  In  most 
instances  the  same  application  of  energies  in  other  directions  would 
be  more  remunerative.  Do  you  figure  on  the  prestige  your  school  gives 
you?  Have  you  been  in  the  colleague's  office  where  wall  space  is 
adorned  with  a  diploma  from  a  different  institution?  You  instinctively 
felt  sorry  for  him,  not  realizing  that  for  all  of  your  own  activities  you 
might  be  in  the  same  boat.  No  institution,  no  nation,  can  keep  going 
on  deserters.  If  you  have  a  new  idea  or  a  just  kick  don't  pickle  it 
in  local  venom,  come  to  headquarters  and  make  yourself  heard  and 
known. 

If  we  could  all  meet  the  Alumni  of  some  of  our  Eastern  colleges 
we  could  learn  why  those  institutions  are  great.  Their  alumni  are  loyal. 
They  go  back  with  open  heart  and  hand.  They  endow  their  Alma  Mater. 
We,  out  here  in  this  great  country,  do  not  know  what  loyalty  is.  If 
there  are  any  reforms  to  be  instituted  or  if  any  college  is  to  be  brought 
up  to  the  spirit  of  the  times,  it  will  not  be  done  by  the  stayaway.  You, 
I,  all  of  us  have  met  men  who  have  belittled  some  one  of  their  teachers. 
I  have  often  thought  that  the  colleges  should  throw  their  lecture  room 
open  to  all  such  bright  lights  and  let  them  come  in  to  demonstrate  their 
superiority.  It  would  take  the  starch  all  out  of  some  sails  and  there 
would  be  an  infinitesimal  chance  to  uncover  a  genius.  My  dear  Alumnus, 
have  you  merely  got  a  grouch  ?  Your  animal  mechanism  and  your  psychic 
self  have  not  attained  a  perfect  equilibrium  and  when  they  do  you  will 
wake  up  and  see  your  college  and  its  prestige  have  more  to  do  with 
your  success  in  life  than  you  have  given  it  credit  for  and  you  owe 
more  than  money  can  pay.  Don't  let  that  defer  you  from  liquidating 
your  part   of   that   endowment   fund.

Do  you  realize  that  on  February  24  next,  1915,  it  will  be  thirty- 
five  years  since  we  left  the  portals  of  Rush  Medical  College  as 
full-fledged  physicians,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  to  prac- 
tice the  art  of  medicine?  On  that  glorious  afternoon,  in  hopeful 
expectancy,  on  February  24,  1880,  at  the  Third  Presbyterian 
Church,  Ashland  and  Ogden  avenues,  we  received  our  degree.

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  the  sentiments  of  respects, 
admiration  and  regard  with  which  we  cherish  the  memory  of  our 
old  Nestor. 
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Dr.  Quales  was  a  hard  worker  and  his  generosity  was  unusual. 

He  was  not  only  the  family  physician,  but  also  the  counselor 
and  friend  in  whom  the  patients  could  place  their  fullest  con- 
fidence. 

His  friendship  for  the  poor  was  well  known.  He  would 
respond  to  their  calls  day  or  night,  even  though  he  often  knew 
that  he  would  receive  no  compensation  for  his  services.  And  it 
frequently  happened  that  he  took  his  own  money  to  help  procure 
the  necessary  medicines. 

In  his  relations  with  his  professional  brethren,  Dr.  Quales 
showed  no  rivalry,  no  petty  jealousy,  no  selfishness,  but  was 
always  kind  and  sympathetic  and  ever  ready  to  serve  his  col- 
leagues. 

Dr.  Quales  was  identified  as  founder  and  benefactor  with 
various  charitable  institutions  which  will  preserve  his  name  to 
remote  times. 

Although  he  had  a  large  practice,  he  found  time  to  keep  up 
with  the  progress  of  medicine. 

He  was  modest  and  unassuming  and  tried  to  avoid  ostentation. 

Both  his  social  and  professional  career  may  well  serve  as  an 
example  for  all  of  us.    And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy  to  his 
bereaved  wife  and  family,  and  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Society.

DEATH  OF  MORLEY  DA  COSTA  BATES 

Morley  Da  Costa  Bates,  president  of  the  class  of  '96,  died  of 
cardiovascular  disease  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chicago,  on 
Christmas  eve,  December  24,  1914. 

Affectionately  known  by  his  classmates,  he  was  chosen  class 
president  at  the  last  meeting  in  June.  This  honor  was  a  well 
merited  recognition  of  his  tireless  activity  and  unselfish  labor  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  his  class.  Aglow  with  health  and  hap- 
piness of  spirit,  he  endeared  himself  anew  at  the  June  reunion  by 
a  ready  recognition  of  once  familiar  faces  somewhat  changed  by 
the  passing  years. 

Born  in  Millersburg,  Iowa  County,  Iowa,  September  14,  1872, 
Dr.  Bates  moved  to  Chicago  in  1883,  with  his  parents,  the  late 
H.  O.  Bates,  M.D.,  and  Laura  C.  Bates,  M.D. 

His  attendance  at  the  Garfield  and  Walsh  Grammar  and  the 
West  Division  High  Schools  was  marked  by  the  same  devotion 
to  study,  the  same  geniality  of  manner,  the  same  buoyancy  of 
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spirits,  which  later  on  in  Rush  Medical  College  won  for  him  such 
a  high  place  in  the  esteem  of  his  classmates. 

During  his  sophomore  and  senior  years  his  was  a  familiar 
figure  among  the  assistants  in  the  arena  of  the  celebrated  Senn 
clinics.  Toward  the  close  of  his  internship  at  the  Presbyterian, 
he  accepted  the  position  of  surgeon-superintendent  of  the  Home- 
stake  Mining  Company's  hospital  of  Terry,  S.  Dak. 

Two  years  later,  on  returning  to  Chicago,  he  became  asso- 
ciated with  Prof.  E.  Fletcher  Ingals,  and  engaged  actively  in  gen- 
eral practice  with  his  brother,  Carl  Bates,  D.D.S.,  and  his  father, 
Dr.  Homer  Bates.  His  marriage  to  Miss  Edith,  daughter  of 
W.  Gray  Brown,  was  celebrated  the  same  year.  This  fortunate 
marriage  crowned  the  happiness  of  his  life. 

Popular  and  beloved  by  his  patients,  esteemed  and  honored 
by  his  professional  associates,  a  member  of  numerous  societies, 
social  as  well  as  medical,  the  Friday  Night  Club,  the  Nu  Sigma 
Nu  Fraternity,  the  Olivet  Choral  Circle,  the  Masonic  Order  and 
Knights  of  Pythias,  he  sought  and  found  his  chief  solace  in  the 
companionship  of  his  devoted  wife  and  two  children,  an  ideal 
family  circle. 

No  finer  testimony  to  his  worth  as  a  man  and  physician  could 
be  furnished  than  the  large  attendance  at  the  funeral  services 
held  Sunday,  December  27,  1914,  at  the  Olivet  Methodist  Church. 
Of  the  hundreds  of  devoted  friends  and  patients  who  there 
gathered  to  render  the  last  sad  tribute  of  respect,  many  could  not 
refrain  from  tears  at  the  mention  of  his  kindness,  his  unselfish 
good  fellowship,  his  unswerving  devotion  to  all  that  is  best  and 
noblest  in  professional  service. 

It  is  the  untimely  end  of  a  life  full  of  promise,  yet  replete 
with  achievement.    The  class  of  '96  will  especially  feel  his  loss. 


NECROLOGIST'S     REPORT,    JUNE,     1914 

DR.  JOHN  RITTER,   NECROLOGIST 

It  is  most  timely  and  appropriate  that  at  this  auspicious 
gathering  we  pause  but  for  a  few  moments  to  pay  a  fitting  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  those  who  were  our  classmates  and  friends 
and  who  since  our  last  meeting  have  passed  into  the  unknown. 
It  may  be  said  that  death  in  a  way  seems  to  have  dealt  some- 
what leniently,  for,  in  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  departed, 
three  score  years  and  ten  was  the  allotted  time,  and  over  half 
had  passed  the  age  of  50.  Recording  the  total  number  of  deaths 
during  the  year  just  passed  as  79,  it  may  be  stated  that  this 
includes  a  period  of  fifty-seven  years,  from  1857  to  1914,  and  this 
may  be  divided  into  six  decades,  the  first  decade  from  1857  to 
1866,  inclusive,  shows  14  deaths;  from  1867  to  1876,  15  deaths; 
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from  1877  to  1886,  21  deaths;  1887  to  1896,  19  deaths;  1897  to 
1906,  7,  and  1907  to  the  present,  3  deaths.  The  cause  of  death 
could  be  ascertained  in  but  a  limited  number  —  in  only  forty- 
two  instances.  Accidental  death  claimed  10;  of  this  number,  4 
were  victims  of  automobile  accidents;  9  died  from  pneumonia, 
5  cerebral  hemorrhages,  3  each  from  typhoid,  diabetes  and  heart 
disease.  The  youngest  alumnus  was  31  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  death;  the  eldest  85,  and  not  a  single  death  occurred  in 
the  classes  of  1911,  1912,  1913  and  1914,  as  far  as  I  was  able  to 
learn.  Dr.  William  G.  Todd,  who  died  in  August  last  at  the  age 
of  91,  attended  Rush  College  in  1844.  He  did  not  graduate  from 
Rush  and  was  not  an  alumnus,  but  his  name  should  be  mentioned 
as  a  Rush  man.

Allen,  Abram  O.,  Rush  '86,  died  at  his  home  in  Mountain  Lake,  Minn., 
Oct.   19,  1913,  aged  57. 

Anderson,  Per  Emil  T.,  Rush  '87,  for  many  years  a  practitioner  of 
Wahoo,  Neb.,  but  for  the  last  two  years  a  resident  of  his  native  city, 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  died  in  that  city,  Sept.  19,  1913,  aged  52. 

Atwood,  I.  J.,  Rush  '89,  for  27  years  a  medical  missionary  in  Fen 
Chofu,  Shansi,  China,  died  in  a  sanatorium  in  Payallup,  Wash.,  October  1, 
from  cerebral  hemorrhage,  aged  62. 

Ayers,  Salathiel  B.,  Rush  '66,  a  Confederate  veteran,  local  surgeon 
of  the  Chicago  and  Alton  System  at  Louisiana,  Mo.,  died  at  his  home 
in  that  city,  Feb.  24,  1914,  aged  75. 

Baker,  James  H.  P.,  Rush  '68,  a  member  and  once  vice-president  of 
the  Missouri  State  Medical  Association,  local  surgeon  at  Salisbury  for 
the  Wabash  System,  and  formerly  president  of  the  Wabash  Railway 
Surgeons'  Association,  died  at  his  home  in  Salisbury,  Dec.  20,  1913, 
aged   76. 

Bradley,  William  John,  Rush  '90,  a  fellow  of  the  A.  M.  A.,  and  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  one  of 
the  oldest  and  best  known  practitioners  of  that  city,  died  in  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  October  2,  from  typhoid  fever,  aged  47.

Roberts,  George  Franklin,  Rush  72,  a  fellow  of  the  A.  M.  A.,  con- 
sulting physician  to  Ashby  Hospital,  Minneapolis,  professor  of  gyne- 
cology in  the  University  of  Minnesota  from  1895  to  1904,  died  at  his 
home  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  March  21,  from  pneumonia,  aged  65.

Society,  for  34  years  a  practitioner  of  Rockford,  died  at  his  home  in 
that  city  December  2,  from  brain  tumor,  aged  57.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Winnebago  County  Medical  Society,  December  4,  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted  expressing  regreat  at  the  death  of  Dr.  Sager  and 
sympathy    for   his    family.

Infantry  throughout  the  Civil  War,  and  for  half  a  century  a  member 
of  the  Illinois  State  Medical  Society,  died  at  his  home  in  Leroy,  111., 
July  10,  aged  78. 

Snow,  Harry  Edgar,  Rush  '87,  died  at  his  home  in  Belmar,  N.  J., 
June  12,  1913,  from  erysipelas,  aged  55. 

Spencer,  Harry  Stillman  Wilcox,  Rush  '08,  a  fellow  of  the  A.  M.  A., 
and  once  secretary  of  the  Kankakee  Medical  Society,  was  drowned  while 
fishing  in  the  Kankakee  River,  July  17,  1913,  aged  33.

A  man  of  marked  personality,  endowed  with  qualities  of 
intellect  and  indomitable  energy,  and  possessed  the  happy  quality  of 
inspiring  hope  and  good  cheer  in  the  sick  room.  Was  operated  on  at 
Paris,  France,  for  intestinal  obstruction,  and  died  July  19,  four  days 
after  the  operation.

CURRICULUM — The  fundamental  branches  (Anatomy,  Physiology,  Bacteri- 
ology, etc.)  are  taught  in  the  Departments  of  Science  at  the  Hull  Biological 
Laboratories,  University  of  Chicago.  The  courses  of  two  (or  three)  clinical 
years  are  given  in  Rush  Medical  College  and  in  the  Presbyterian,  the  Cook 
County,  the  Children's  Memorial,  the  Hospital  for  Destitute  Crippled  Chil- 
dren, and  other  Hospitals. 

FIFTH  YEAR — For  students  entering  the  Medical  Course  at  the  beginning  of 
the  summer  quarter,  1914,  or  thereafter,  a  fifth  year  will  be  required  for 
graduation.  The  work  of  this  fifth  year  will  consist  of:  (  A  )  An  internship 
in  a  hospital  approved  by  the  faculty  and  taken  under  conditions  prescribed 
by  the  faculty.  ( B )  Advanced  work  as  a  Fellow  or  Research  Student  in 
one  of  the  departments  of  the  College  with  the  presentation  of  a  thesis  em- 
bodying original  work. 

SUMMER  QUARTER — The  college  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  three 
of  which  constitute  an  annual  session.  The  summer  quarter,  in  the  climate 
of  Chicago,  is  advantageous  for  work. 

ELECTIVE  SYSTEM — A  considerable  freedom  of  choice  of  courses  and  in- 
structors is  open  to  the  student.  This  is  not  designed,  however,  to  encourage 
the  student  to  fit  himself  for  any  special  line  of  practice,  but  for  its  pedagogic 
advantage. 

GRADUATE  COURSES — Advanced  and  research  courses  are  offered  in  all 
departments.  Students  by  attending  summer  quarters  and  prolonging  their 
residence  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  advanced  work  may  secure  the 
degree  of  A.M.,  S.M.  or  Ph.D.  from  the  University. 

PRIZE  SCHOLARSHIP — Six  prize  scholarships — three  in  the  first  two  years  and  three  in 
the  last  two  (clinical)  years — are  awarded  to  college  graduates  for  theses  embodying  original 
research. 

LIMITED  CLASSES — By  a  recent  vote  of  the  faculty  and  trustees  of  Rush  Medical  College 
the  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  courses  is  to  be  limited  to  120  students  in 
each  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  No  applications  will  be  received  after  Sept.  1st,  1915. 
Students  will  be  accepted  in  the  order  of  receipt  of  application.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
faculty  to  restrict  the  students  in  the  clinical  courses  to  the  number  that  can  be  adequately 
instructed  by  the  modern  pedagogic  methods  which  have  been  instituted.

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REUNION    OF    THE    CLASS    OF    '80 

On  Saturday  evening,  Feb.  27,  1915,  at  the  Hotel  Sherman, 
in  this  city,  the  class  of  '80  held  its  first  reunion  since  graduation 
from  "Old  Rush"  thirty-five  years  ago,  and  a  good  reunion  it 
was  to  meet  after  thirty-five  years  of  practice,  now  all  old  vet- 
erans. At  the  time  of  graduation,  Feb.  25,  1880,  our  class  num- 
bered 146  and  out  of  this  number  about  80  scattered  all  over  the 
globe  are  still  with  the  living  and  to  all  of  those  whose  address 
could  be  secured  invitations  were  sent  to  attend  this  gathering. 
Many  living  quite  a  distance  found  it  impossible  to  attend  and 
sent  their  regrets.  On  the  whole  the  reunion  was  a  success.  We 
were  honored  by  the  presence  of  our  class  valedictorian,  Dr.  C.  H.

RUSH     ALUMNI     ASSOCIATION     OF     CHINA 

The  first  Rush  Alumni  Association  in  the  Orient  was  formed 
in  Shanghai,  Feb.  4,  1915,  with  Francis  F.  Tucker,  class  of  '02, 
president  and  W.  W.  Peter,  '10,  secretary.  Of  the  twenty-one 
Rush  graduates  in  China,  only  six  were  present,  and  two  of  these 
were  from  Shanghai.  It  may  be  thought  that  this  is  an  exceed- 
ingly small  number,  but  the  Rush  men  in  China  are  scattered 
over  wide  areas.  The  four  who  came  totaled  a  mileage  for  the 
round  trip  of  8,310  miles.  One  of  them  spent  three  days  on 
"donkey  back,"  one  day  by  mule  cart,  one  day  in  a  freight  car 
and  three  days  on  a  regular  passenger  train  in  coming  to 
Shanghai. 

The  occasion  of  these  men  getting  together  was  the  Biennial 
Conference  of  the  China  Medical  Missionary  Association.  The 
meeting  was  held  at  the  home  of  H.  E.  Eggers,  '09,  Professor 
of  Bacteriology  and  Pathology  in  the  Harvard  Medical  School  of 
China.    There  were  present  from  out  of  town : 

Fred  J.  Wampler,  '13,  of  Ping  Ting  Chow,  Shansi,  four  days 
and  2,150  miles  from  Shanghai. 

O.  G.  Brubaker,  '13,  of  Liao  Chow,  Shansi,  eight  days  and 
2,540  miles  from  Shanghai. 

W.  A.  Hemingway  of  Tai  Kuh  Sien,  Shansi,  five  days  and 
2,380  miles  from  Shanghai. 

F.  F.  Tucker  of  Teh  Chow,  Shantung,  two  days  and  1,240 
miles  from  Shanghai. 

So  far  as  is  known,  there  are  more  Rush  men  in  China  than 
from  any  other  medical  school  in  America.

You  may  recall  that  it  was  intended  to  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary on  Jan.  24,  1914,  but  Dr.  Babcock  was  much  too  ill  to  participate, 
even  had  we  assembled  at  his  bedside,  and  this  is  the  first  meeting  of 
the  society  held  in  Deadwood  since  his  recovery.  We  have  met  at  other 
towns  in  the  interval. 

Dr.  Babcock  was  yesterday  elected  to  honorary  membership  in  the 
Black  Hills  District   Medical   Society,   for  life,   without   dues.

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FIFTY-ONE  YEARS  A  PRACTICING  PHYSICIAN 
The  feature  of  the  meeting  of  the  Black  Hills  District  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, which  was  attended  by  twenty  physicians  from  all  parts  of  the 
Black  Hills  yesterday  afternoon  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  was  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  fifty-first  anniversary  of  the  entry  into  the  medical  profession 
of  Dr.  L.  F.  Babcock  of  Deadwood.  The  regular  routine  business  had 
been  disposed  of  and  the  attending  physicians  had  assisted  at  a  clinic 
conducted  by  Drs.  Allen,  Howe  and  Martin,  when  the  main  event  of  the 
day  came  on.  In  this  Dr.  Freeman  of  Lead  took  the  leading  part,  announc- 
ing the  purpose  of  the  occasion  to  be  the  paying  of  a  tribute  to  Dr.  Babcock 
whose  service  of  fifty-one  years  in  the  profession  had  been  marked  by 
ability  and  faithfulness.  He  said  that  when  he  himself  came  to  the  Black 
Hills  in  1881,  Dr.  Babcock  had  already  been  here  five  years  and  of  all 
the  physicians  who  at  that  time  were  practicing  in  the  district,  only  five 
now  remain.  In  point  of  years  in  the  service  in  the  Black  Hills,  Dr. 
Babcock  leads  and  next  to  him  comes  Dr.  Freeman.  To  the  felicitations 
and  many  complimentary  things  said  of  him,  Dr.  Babcock  responded  with 
feeling  and  evident  appreciation  of  the  respect  in  which  he  is  held  by 
his  fellow  physicians  in  the  Black  Hills.  These  ceremonies  took  place  at 
an  early  evening  banquet,  that  was  delicious  and  a  tastefully  prepared 
affair,  gotten  up  by  the  sisters  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  Babcock  in  his  reply 
to  Dr.  Freeman's  remarks  of  congratulation,  spoke  as  follows. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Medical  Profession: — I  wish  it  were  in  my  power 
to  utter  words  conveying  to  you  my  great  appreciation  for  being  made 
your  guest  of  honor  for  this  evening.  Few  of  our  profession  have  been 
permitted  to  serve  it  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  few  have  been 
honored  with  such  kindness  as  ycu  have  extended  to  me  to-night,  but  I 
hope  and  pray  that  all  of  you  may  be  spared  to  serve  your  profession  for 
more  than  half  a  century,  and  that  through  life  you  may  have  such  good 
friends  as  surround  me  now. 

I  cannot  speak  to  you  at  length,  yet  I  feel  under  obligation  to  give 
you  a  brief  sketch  of  my  professional  life.  I  was  born  in  Dimock,  Penn., 
on  May  24,  1838,  and  lived  there  until  1857.  I  then  went  to  Rockford,  111., 
crossed  the  plains  to  Denver,  Colo.,  in  the  spring  of  1859  and  returned 
to  Rockford  the  same  summer.  I  commenced  the  study  of  medicine  under 
Dr.  N.  E.  Chandler.  The  law  of  Illinois  at  that  time  required  three  years' 
study  under  a  preceptor  and  attendance  in  a  medical  college  for  two  years. 
After  being  with  my  preceptor  over  two  years  I  enlisted  as  a  private  sol- 
dier on  the  second  of  June,  1862,  in  the  Sixty-Seventh  Regiment  of  Illi- 
nois Volunteer  Infantry,  for  three  months.  I  served  over  four  months, 
during  a  part  of  which  time  I  was  in  Camp  Douglas,  in  Chicago,  guarding 
Confederate  prisoners. 

A  short  time  after  I  arrived  in  Chicago,  measles  broke  out  in  the 
camp  and  I  was  detailed  to  perform  service  in  the  measle  tents,  though 
I  had  not  yet  attended  a  medical  college.  In  September,  1862,  we  went 
to  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  to  exchange  five  thousand  Confederate  prisoners. 
We  were  put  on  board  of  boats  at  Cairo,  111.  I  was  detailed  to  the  hos- 
pital boat  during  the  entire  trip.  The  prisoners  were  exchanged  on  Sept. 
17,  1862.     Col.  James  A.  George  was  one  of  the  prisoners. 

Returning  to  Chicago  in  October,  I  immediately  went  to  the  Rush 
Medical  college  and  took  my  first  year's  course.  In  the  spring  of  1863 
I  went  home  and  continued  my  studies  with  Dr.  Chandler  until  the  col- 
lege opened  in  the  fall  of  that  year,  when  I  again  entered  Rush  Medical 
College.  On  Jan.  4,  1864,  I  received  my  M.D.  diploma,  so  that,  including 
to-day,  I  have  been  a  graduate  physician  fifty-one  years  and  one  month. 

On  March  9,  1864,  I  received  my  first  contract  as  acting  assistant  sur- 
geon in  the  United  States  Volunteer  Army  and  went  to  Davis  Bend,  Miss., 
for  service,  that  being  about  twenty-eight  miles  below  Vicksburg.  In 
October,  1865,  I  received  my  appointment  as  assistant  surgeon  to  the 
Sixty-Fourth   United    States    Colored    Infantry,   but  was   taken   sick  and 
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could  not  be  mustered  in.  On  Nov.  9,  1864,  I  went  home;  got  better, 
and  on  April  4,  1865,  I  took  my  second  contract  with  the  United  States 
as  assistant  army  surgeon.  On  Feb.  23,  1865,  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the 
President  Island  Army  Hospital  at  Memphis,  Tenn.  I  was  there  when 
our  President  Abraham  Lincoln  was  assassinated,  and  was  there  when  the 
steamboat  Sultana,  loaded  with  discharged  United  States  soldiers,  was 
mysteriously  blown  up.  In  July,  1865,  I  was  sent  to  Pine  Bluffs,  Ark., 
in  charge  of  the  sick  soldiers  of  the  Seventy-Ninth  United  States  Colored 
Infantry,  and  served  there  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

I  went  to  Omaha,  Neb.,  in  March,  1866.  There  was  not  a  railroad 
running  into  the  city  at  that  time.  I  was  made  a  member  of  the  Omaha 
Medical  Society,  and  practiced  in  that  city  nearly  ten  years.  I  left  Omaha 
on  Dec.  23,  1875,  and  arrived  in  Cheyenne  the  next  day.  I  remained 
there  until  about  the  first  of  August,  and  arrived  in  Deadwood,  Aug.  8, 
1876,  and  have  remained  here  ever  since,  continuously  practicing  my 
profession. 

My  practice  has  extended  over  the  entire  Black  Hills,  from  Hot  Springs 
on  the  south  to  Stoneville,  now  Alzada,  Mont.,  on  the  north;  from  Sun- 
dance, Wyo.,  on  the  west  to  a  score  of  miles  beyond  Rapid  City  on  the 
east.  I  have  made  trips  in  the  winter  and  in  the  summer,  through  storm 
and  through  sunshine,  over  all  parts  of  the  Black  Hills,  and  have  seen 
much  suffering,  pain,  sickness ;  and  death  by  disease,  by  accident,  and  at 
the  hands  of  the  vigilantes,  and  by  hanging,  and  I  was  once  called  upon 
to  stand  under  the  scaffold  and  make  certificate  of  a  death  by  execution 
under  sentence  of  the  law. 

I  have  been  called  to  attend  upon  all  classes  of  people  —  the  preacher 
and  the  priest,  the  law  abiding  citizen  and  the  fellon,  and  upon  mothers 
and  their  babes.  I  have  been  called  into  the  homes  of  the  well-to-do  and 
to  those  living  in  rude  shacks  and  log  cabins,  and  was  once  called  upon 
to  perform  a  surgical  operation  in  a  saw  mill,  having  for  my  table  a  board 
on  the  carrier  used  to  carry  logs  to  the  mill.  I  amputated  the  patient's 
arm,  having  only  a  rusty  wash  pan  full  of  hot  water  with  which  to  cleanse 
the  parts,  and  yet  the  arm  healed  up  by  first  intention  and  the  patient  was 
out  of  his  house  within  twenty-four  hours.  I  was  called  upon  to  see 
another  patient  who  was_  shot  through  the  lungs  and  arm.  He  was  in  a 
one-room  log  cabin,  having  a  fire  place  in  one  corner  and  I  was  given 
some  warm  water  in  a  rusty  can  with  which  to  cleanse  his  wound ;  yet 
he  got  well. 

There  were  many  other  cases  which  I  was  compelled  to  treat  under 
similar  conditions.  Sometimes  I  had  to  take  pieces  of  board  and  make 
them  into  splints  for  all  kinds  of  fractures.  I  call  your  attention  to  these 
matters,  my  brethren,  that  you  may  see  how  different  were  the  circum- 
stances under  which  physicians  and  surgeons  had  to  operate  in  this  com- 
munity thirty-five  years  ago,  that  you  may  compare  them  with  the  con- 
veniences  and   instrumentalities  we  have   to-day. 

When  I  came  here  in  August,  1876,  there  were  a  number  of  small  pox 
cases.  One  of  the  doctors  called  it  poison  oak,  others  did  not  know  what 
it  was,  but  I  contended  it  was  surely  small  pox.  Capt.  Seth  Bullock  and 
myself  were  appointed  to  find  a  location  for  the  hospital.  We  first  looked 
over  the  ground  and  thought  we  could  build  it  on  the  hill  about  where 
Col.  Parker's  house  stood.  We  got  a  load  of  lumber  and  started  up 
Centennial  avenue,  but  were  stopped  by  the  marshal,  about  where  Mr. 
Ayers'  house  now  stands,  and  were  told  by  the  patients  that  they  would 
not  go  up  there  to  be  killed  by  the  Indians.  We  then  decided  to  locate 
on  the  side  hill  near  where  the  Fourth  Ward  schoolhouse  now  stands. 
The  hillside  was  covered  with  small  pines.  A  small  place  was  cleared 
and  the  frame  of  the  building  put  up.  That  night  it  was  mysteriously 
torn  down  and  the  lumber  thrown  down  the  hill.  We  then  located  it  in 
Spruce  Gulch  about  opposite  the  White  Rocks,  and  that  was  the  first 
hospital  built  in  the  Black  Hills.

Afterwards  there  were  two  slaughter  houses  erected  in  the  gulch,  and 
sometime  after  they  were  erected,  certain  people  thought  the  water  of 
Kidney  Springs  at  the  mouth  of  Spruce  Gulch  was  a  sure  cure  for  all 
kidney  troubles  and  began  to  peddle  the  water.  The  slaughter  houses 
have  been  removed  for  some  years  and  since  their  removal  we  hear  but 
little  about  the   wonderful   curative  powers  of  Kidney  Springs. 

There  are  many  reminiscences  which  you  might  be  pleased  to  hear,  and 
which,  with  some  reflection,  I  might  recall,  but  will  not  attempt  to  do  so 
now. 

A  year  ago,  as  you  all  know,  I  was  severely  ill  and  in  delirium,  and 
thought  I  was  going  to  die  until  about  12  o'clock  noon  on  Easter  Sun- 
day, but  as  you  see  I  am  here  to-night  and  better  in  many  ways  than  I 
have  been  for  several  years,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  you,  my  brethren, 
by  reason  of  your  kindness  and  attendance  through  my  illness,  and  to 
you  all,  and  each  of  you,  I  extend  my  best  wishes  for  your  good  health, 
your  future  success  and  prosperity,  and  thank  you  all  with  my  whole 
heart  for  your  kindness  to  me  here  to-night.

CURRICULUM — The  fundamental  branches  (Anatomy,  Physiology,  Bacteri 
ology,  etc.)  are  taught  in  the  Departments  of  Science  at  the  Hull  Biological 
Laboratories,  University  of  Chicago.  The  courses  of  two  (or  three)  clinica 
years  are  given  in  Rush  Medical  College  and  in  the  Presbyterian,  the  Cook 
County,  the  Children's  Memorial,  the  Hospital  for  Destitute  Crippled  Chil- 
dren, and  other  Hospitals.

PRIZE  SCHOLARSHIP — Six  prize  scholarships — three  in  the  first  two  years  and  three  in 
the  last  two  (clinical)  years — are  awarded  to  college  graduates  for  theses  embodying  original 
research. 

LIMITED  CLASSES — By  a  recent  vote  of  the  faculty  and  trustees  of  Rush  Medical  College 
the  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  courses  is  to  be  limited  to  120  students  in 
each  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  No  applications  will  be  received  after  Sept.  1st,  1915. 
Students  will  be  accepted  in  the  order  of  receipt  of  application.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
faculty  to  restrict  the  students  in  the  clinical  courses  to  the  number  that  can  be  adequately 
instructed  by  the  modern  pedagogic  methods  which  have  been  instituted.

Letter  from  J.  Rudis  Jicinsky,  '96,  Skoplje,  Serbia,  Director 
of  Mission :  Our  unit,  the  Bohemian  American  Mission,  has  been 
working  very  satisfactorily  in  our  hospital,  Inzinirska,  Kazarna, 
until  lately,  when  we  lost  two  members  in  our  work,  Dr.  John 
M.  Kara,  my  assistant  and  one  of  my  best  friends,  who  died 
of  typhus,  and  a  nurse,  Mrs.  Guca.  Dr.  Duro  Guca,  also  from 
Chicago,  as  you  know,  is  convalescing  from  typhus  and  resting 
in  Volo's  Sanitarium.  So  that  everything  is  resting  on  my  hands, 
and  as  the  chief  I  have  plenty  to  do.  Dr.  Czaja  is  with  me,  also 
from  Chicago,  and  three  male  nurses  and  two  women.  I  have 
at  present  350  beds  and  in  time  of  action  654  wounded.  Am 
tired  and  exhausted  after  two  attacks  of  febris  recurrences,  but 
uface  the  music"  bravely  so  far.  Our  undertaking  is  supported 
financially  by  a  benefactor  and  humanitarian,  Mr.  Frothingham, 
in  New  York,  and  the  Bohemian  Americans,  especially  in  Chi- 
cago, Cleveland  and  New  York.    The  members  are  all  American 
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citizens,  members  of  A.  M.  A. — we  the  physicians  and  surgeons — 
and  in  the  whole  unit  prevails  harmony.  Our  operating  room 
is  modern.  We  have  a  Roentgen-ray  apparatus,  etc.,  and  work 
with  absolute  asepsis,  the  results  being  comparatively  better 
than  others,  as  the  authorities  claim  and  monthly  reports  prove. 
In  the  bandaging  room  we  have  six  tables.  Typhus  exanthem. 
is  raging  and  last  month  eighty-nine  doctors  paid  the  tribute  to 
humanity  with  their  lives,  consecrated  to  a  good  cause  in  relieving 
the  suffering  and  saving  the  lives  of  others.

Iiao  Chou,  Shansi,  China,  April  11,  1915. 
To  the  Editor  of  the  Bulletin: 

Your  letter  under  date  of  February  19  received  a  few  days 
ago,  and  in  answer  beg  to  say  that  it  came  at  a  time  when  I  was 
feeling  especially  good  toward  and  proud  of  "Old  Rush."  I  had 
just  recently  returned  from  our  medical  conference,  and,  of 
course,  was  full  of  enthusiasm.  While  at  Shanghai  the  Rush 
men  in  attendance  met  at  the  home  of  Dr.  Eggers  one  evening 
and  formed  a  Branch  Alumni  Association,  of  which  you  no  doubt 
have  heard.  Six  men  were  in  attendance  that  night,  and  we 
learned  on  investigation  that  there  are  some  twenty  Rush  men  in 
China  doing  medical  work.  Next  to  Edenburg,  England,  we 
have  the  largest  representation  of  any  medical  school.  We  are 
all  proud  of  Rush  in  China  and  are  trying  to  be  loyal. 

If  I  were  to  start  to  tell  you  about  the  medical  situation  in 
China,  I  am  afraid  I  would  tire  you  completely  before  I  quit. 
But  since  you  have  honored  me  enough  to  ask  for  something  on 
that  subject,  I  shall  try  to  be  brief,  and  shall  confine  myself  to 
my  own  field  or  territory. 

Liao  Chou,  where  I  am  now  stationed,  is  located  about  400 
miles  southwest  of  Peking,  and  is  in  a  mountainous  region  and 
is  80  miles  from  the  closest  railroad ;  but  as  we  have  no  convey- 
ance other  than  to  walk  or  ride  a  donkey  or  mule,  it  takes 'three 
days  to  make  the  trip.  I  should  say,  to  be  real  truthful,  that  we 
can  use  Sedan  chairs  or  litters,  but  they  are  most  too  "stately" 
and  expensive  for  the  missionary.  The  people  know  little  of 
western  civilization  and  much  less  of  scientific  medicine,  and  as  a 
result  we  have  the  rankest  form  of  insanitary  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  some  of  the  towns,  and  the  people  themselves  for  the 
most  part  are  full  of  superstition  and  often  imagine  themselves 
afflicted  with  the  most  ridiculous  diseases.  For  instance,  let  me 
cite  you  to  a  case  or  two  that  has  come  under  my  notice.  Soon 
after  my  arrival  in  China,  in  the  fall  of  1913,  I  was  called  to  see 
a  woman  10  miles  north  of  the  city.  The  word  was  sent  to  us 
that  the  woman  was  in  great  misery  and  it  was  sure  settled  in 
their  minds  that  she  was  dying.  I  went  out  and  got  a  history 
something  like  this :  For  several  days  the  woman  had  been  suf- 
fering great  torment  and  pain  on  account  of  a  movable  tumor  in

her  abdomen.  This  tumor  would  rise  up  and  stop  her  heart  and 
respirations.  The  tumor  would  also  throb  or  pulsate.  -She  and 
her  family  said  she  had  a  ''live  lump  in  her  belly."  I  noted  her 
condition  as  being  quite  normal,  and  on  examination  I  was  able 
to  find  the  "lump"  all  right,  and  it  did  throb,  too.  It  was  the 
aorta.  I  explained  to  her  through  my  interpreter  the  best  I 
could,  and  reassured  her  that  she  need  not  fear  for  she  would 
be  well  in  a  day  or  two.  I  gave  her  a  few  sugar  tablets,  and 
today  she  is  doing  her  work  and  is  perfectly  well,  although  she 
still  has  the  "live"  tumor.  Her  mental  condition  was  brought 
on  by  a  native  doctor  who  had  accidentally  felt  the  aorta,  and 
not  knowing  what  is  was  himself,  thought,  as  he  afterward  said, 
that  "the  devil  had  put  a  spirit  into  her  belly,  and  as  nothing 
could  drive  it  out,  since  the  needle  failed,  she  was  sure  to  die." 
This  doctor  is  a  good  representation  of  the  sort  of  hand-you- 
down-from-father-to-son  doctor  the  native  physician  is.  Many 
are  more  ignorant  on  anatomy,  if  possible,  and  give  the  most 
loathsome  medicine  imaginable ;  dried  scorpions,  snakes,  lions' 
eyes,  shells,  rhubarb  and  barks  are  ground  together  for  a  tonic. 
Presumably  the  lions'  eyes  give  the  strength. 

Liao  Chou  is  on  a  rather  high  bluff  and  has  good  drainage, 
hence  we  do  not  suffer  so  much  from  the  insanitary  conditions 
that  prevail  in  most  inland  cities  and  towns  in  China.  But  most 
of  the  cities  and  villages  in  the  ninety  or  more  that  are  in  my 
territory  are  most  insanitary.  The  streets  and  alleys  are  the 
sewers  and  the  toilets  are  made  by  digging  a  hole  in  the  ground 
and  putting  two  flat  stones  on  top  about  4  or  5  inches  apart  and 
no  enclosure  except  a  wall  about  4  feet  high,  no  roof  or  door. 
Flies  and  insects  of  all  kinds,  as  well  as  rats  and  vermin,  have 
free  access  to  these  privies,  and  you  know  the  result.  But 
fortunately,  the  Chinese  farmer  has  learned  to  appreciate  the 
value  of  fertilization,  and  each  day  he  goes  through  the  streets 
and  alleys  and  gathers  up  all  he  can  find  and  in  this  way  the 
town  is  kept  fairly  clean.  The  toliets  are  the  worst  thing  we 
have  to  contend  with  in  the  way  of  sanitary  measures,  and  we  all 
hope  that  President  Judson  may  be  able  to  do  much  toward 
wakening  the  Chinese  conscience  along  sanitary  and  preventive 
medicine  lines.  The  medical  missionary  is  doing  all  he  can,  but 
most  of  us  have  from  500,000  to  1,000,000  people  in  our  territory, 
so  we  are  only  touching  the  hairs  on  the  back  of  insanitary  China, 
and  I  am  not  speaking  disrespectfully,  for  I  am  in  love  with 
China  and  her  people,  and  consider  myself  most  fortunate  to  be 
here  as  a  medical  missionary  at  this  stage  of  the  development. 
China  most  certainly  has  a  great  future. 

Doctor,  your  letter  was  much  appreciated,  and  I  shall  be  glad 
to  hear  from  you  again.    A  fellow  15,000  miles  from  home  appre- 
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ciates  the  letters  from  his  former  instructors  very  much.  If  I 
live  to  get  back  to  America  for  a  furlough,  I  think  I  shall  "head" 
right  for  Rush  and  stay  by  her  till  I  have  caught  up  again.

CURRICULUM — The  fundamental  branches  (Anatomy,  Physiology,  Bacteri- 
ology, etc.)  are  taught  in  the  Departments  of  Science  at  the  Hull  Biological 
Laboratories,  University  of  Chicago.  The  courses  of  two  (or  three)  clinical 
years  are  given  in  Rush  Medical  College  and  in  the  Presbyterian,  the  Cook 
County,  the  Children's  Memorial,  the  Hospital  for  Destitute  Crippled  Chil- 
dren, and  other  Hospitals.

The  work  of  this  fifth  year  will  consist  of:  (A)  An  internship 
in  a  hospital  approved  by  the  faculty  and  taken  under  conditions  prescribed 
by  the  faculty.  ( B )  Advanced  work  as  a  Fellow  or  Research  Student  in 
one  of  the  departments  of  the  College  with  the  presentation  of  a  thesis  em- 
bodying original  work. 

SUMMER  QUARTER — The  college  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  three 
of  which  constitute  an  annual  session.  The  summer  quarter,  in  the  climate 
of  Chicago,  is  advantageous  for  work. 

ELECTIVE  SYSTEM — A  considerable  freedom  of  choice  of  courses  and  in- 
structors is  open  to  the  student.  This  is  not  designed,  however,  to  encourage 
the  student  to  fit  himself  for  any  special  line  of  practice,  but  for  its  pedagogic 
advantage. 

GRADUATE  COURSES — Advanced  and  research  courses  are  offered  in  all 
departments.  Students  by  attending  summer  quarters  and  prolonging  their 
residence  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  advanced  work  may  secure  the 
degree  of  A.M.,  S.M.  or  Ph.D.  from  the  University. 

PRIZE  SCHOLARSHIP — Six  prize  scholarships — three  in  the  first  two  years  and  three  in 
the  last  two  (clinical)  years — are  awarded  to  college  graduates  for  theses  embodying  original 
research. 

LIMITED  CLASSES— By  a  recent  vote  of  the  faculty  and  trustees  of  Rush  Medical  College 
the  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  courses  is  to  be  limited  to  120  students  in 
each  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  No  applications  will  be  received  after  Sept.  1st,  1915. 
Students  will  be  accepted  in  the  order  of  receipt  of  application.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
faculty  to  restrict  the  students  in  the  clinical  courses  to  the  number  that  can  be  adequately 
instructed  by  the  modern  pedagogic  methods  which  have  been  instituted.
